Religious and secular iapecuction has 
strong advocates in the Swedes. Assoon as 
a settlement is large enough to support a 
minister a ee of some denomination ts 
built and “the American pubs schools are 
crowded with the little light-haired, blue- 
‘eyed youngsters. Colleges of various de- 
nominations have been endowed and organ- 
fzed in several parts of the State, the prin- 
cipal one being the Augustana College at 
Rock Island. It is today considered one of 
the great colleges of the West. North Park 
College, recently established in the northern 
part of Chicago, several institutions of 
learning at. Evanston, belonging to the 
Swedish Methodist Church, and numerous 
smalier colleges in other parts of the State 


quist was a highly educated man, a gradu- 
ate of the famous Lund College in ‘the south 
of Sweden, and a man of a charming per- 
sonality. In 1868 he was elected President 
of Augustana (fol “where he remained un- 
til the time of his death in 18901. 

The first Swede to arrive in Chicago, a fore- 
runner of the colony of 1845, was a young 
sailor, Oscar Gottfried’ Lange, who shortly 
afterward settled at Milwaukee, returning 
to Chicago some time before the great fire. 
He died here a few years ago. 

The first Swede to settle in Chicago was 
Gustaf Flack, who, in 1845, started a little 
store for trade with the farmers. This store 
was located near Clark street bridge, then 
the only bridge to unite the north and south 
parts of the town. Two Swedes named 
Ostom and Snedberg had a little jewelry 
store of Bouth Water street, between Clark 
and Dearborn streets. The most prominent 
of the early Swedish settlers, and to one 
whom every new arrival went for advice and 
assistance, was P. Von Schneidau, a former 
aide-de-camp to King Charies XIV., Johan 
of Sweden, and was by him appointed the 
first Swedish-Norwegian Consul to Chicago. 
He was succeeded by P. L. Hawkinson, who 


in his class and with the highest mark in 

mathematics.

Two men to whom the early Swedish im- 
migrants are more indebted than to any one 
else are the Rev. Prof. L. P. Esbjérn and the 
Kev.

Prof. Bsbjirn 
was among the first lot of immigrants to ar- 
rive from Sweden, and left a comfortabie 
pastorate to become a teacher in the Amer- 
ican wilderness.

No clergyman of the Swedish Church has 
been more dearly beloved by the Swedes than 
Dr. Erland Carisson, and his pastorate of 
twenty-two years at the Swedish Immanuel

severance, and organizing talent. Dr. Cari- 
sson has been Chairman of the Illinois con- 
ference for many th ng and President of the 
Lutheran Synod for a term of seven years. 
Iil-health compelled Dr. Carisson to with- 
draw from active work, and he is now a 
resident of Lindsborg, Kas.

2. It ts mathematically demonstrable 
that the known properties of the air and the 
known properties of the inclined plane per- 
mit the development of certainly not less 
than ten times more propulsive force (with 
the same expenditure of prime motor) than 
is now obtained by the use of the best, say 
Mr. Maxim's best, screw-propeller. This 
would make the aeroplane available for 
practical purposes, vastiy enhance the value 
of the balloon, etc, : 

hehawamen 02 of these simple truths excuses 
the absence, in the past, of vigorous eon- 
certed action, even at. public expense, to 
accomplish derial navigation. Now, make 
your own deductions! No mentally sound 
financier will question the commercial value 
of a means of communication which would 
know no obstacles except gales of excep- 
tional violence; would render access possi- 
ble to any and every point on the surface 
of our not so very little globe: which would 
emancipate the traveler from. seasickness, 
jolting, noise, and many other evils incident 
to steamship or railroad travel, etc. The 
wonder is,. indeed, that supériative Wall 
street has not long ago taken the matter 
in hand, systematically developing .or ex- 
hausting every point of vantage brought to 
light by the indefatigable workers in this 
field, ‘There’s—well, something in it. 

It is no idle dream that aerial navigation 
would render Obsolete the cumbersome en- 
gines of war now in use, or ready for use— 
armies of infantry and cavalry, batteries, 
men-of-war, etc.; that fortifications would 
be rendered useless, etc. True, war itself is 
not likely to be:lessened except by a more 
general and more rapid spread of enlight- 
enment—i. e., humane ideas; but aerial nav- 
igation would certainly eperate steadily to- 
ward this end.

Is our country to lose 
in this race? Is the American eagle to be 
out of sight in the conquest of the aerial 
kingdom? Shall we lose? Not if the Amer- 
ican capitalist spends on this race less than 
a tithe of the sum which he would so willing- 
ly expend on a yacht race. 

Some of your readers may remember 
my prognostic in the Transcript of Aug. 11, 
1804, and would perhaps like to know why 
dynamic man-flight was not achieved ‘‘be- 
fore the cherry trees were in bloom in 1895.”’

RIVAL FACTIONS sETTLE navies 
ENCES iN FATAL WARFARE. 


Well Conceived Plans of Campaign=Both 
Sides Know It Requires Two Bees to 


‘Kill One, and All Fights Are Conducted 


‘on That Basis=Defenses Conducted so 
That Vastly Superior Forces Are Held 
at Bay=The Fate of Rival Queens When 
They Meet, 

New York Post: When the chill of the 
autumn days blights the tife of the leaves and 
flowers in woods and garden, the flow of 
honey is checked, and the busy bees find 
their labor doubled. A restless activity seizes 
them and they fly around in an unsettled con- 
dition of mind until the approaching cold, 
weather drives them permanentiy inte their 
winter quarters. No creature seems to regret 
the change of season amore genuinely than 
the “honey-bees, and one is inspired with 
sympathy for the shivering, drawn-up bodies 
that hover around the entrances to the hives, 
or return from their long flights with only a 
speck of honey in their sacs. 

But this transition season is one of alarm 
to the apliarist, for the bees, tormented by 
hunger and the lack of work to do, get into 
mischief.in the fall of the year very easily. 
The quietest, most industrious worker of the 
hive may at any moment leada body of or. 
ganized robbers against a neighboring hive 

to steal the stores of honey that have been 
pa cet through the warm season,- A mania 
for robbery seizes the colonies, and the weak 
stand in daily fear of being’ destroyed by the 
gtronger. An extra sentinel is placed at the 


éntrance of each hive and the strictest watch 


is kept for all intruders.. On sonie quiet au- 
tumn day,.when the buckwheat blossoms are 


‘glowly closing their petals for. the last time, 


the restleas bees of one large hive may beseen 
flying around in great activity,. reconnoiter- 
ing the field for an attack upon some weaker 
eolony: Standing in iront of the hive that 
has been singled out for the preeccunene as- 
saulta most interésting sight may be ob- 
served, A single bee comes buzzing through 
the air and alights a the pears in front of 
the entrance to the hive. One of the two or 
three bees standing guard at the entrance ad- 
vances toward the newcomer and extends ite 
tongue. The intruding bee must give the 
countersiga b gets assing some of its honey 
from its sae, W sample, if found satisfac- 
tory, will admit it to the hive. If the honey 
is not right, or if the bee refuses to offera 
sample, the sentries immediately pounce upon 
the intruder and kill it. 

When the bee is simply a lonely cGreature 
trying to effect an entrance into some warm 
hive the work of killing it and throwing the 
carcass over the side of the board is brief, 
but if the intruder is the forerunner of an at. 
tack by a large colony a very different result 
follows. While the sentries are trying te kill 
the bee the rest-of the attacking party will try 
to force an eutrapece into another part. of the 
hive or into the unprotected entrance in 
front. The weak points of the hive have been 
noted by the bees beforehand und the whole 
attack is arranged even to the emaliest de. 
tail. On the first signs of warfare the whole 
colony inside rugh to the defense anda gen- 
eral alarm is given. 

Always Two to One. 

When a war between two colonies is thus 
precipitated thé bees will pay no attention to 
a human intruder, and one may stand close to 
the hive and watch the proceedings,. Tho at- 
tacking colony bas one great object in view, 
and that*is to get inside of the hive,-while the 
home bees work strenuously to keep them 
out, The former generaily place themselves 
upon the defensive, and the latter on the of- 
fensive. The tactics of the bees in battlé are 
very simple. They go upon the plen of send- 
ing two bees to. kill onc, When twoof the 
home bees'fall upon the first intruder the lat- 
ter gathers up its abdomen inassmu/l a space 
as possible and tries to avoid beimg stung. 
Meanwhile he forces himself graduai- 
ly into the hive to make room for other in- 
truders. The body of the bee is vulnerable 
only at its joints, Ay the two home defenders 
collar him .and by following him around 
through various contortions sometimes find 
an unprotected spot. The intruder is then 
rapidly stung todeath and the two warriors 
turn to attack another enemy in the hive. 

The size of the colony does not always de- 
termine'the results of such a battle. ‘There 
are defensive arrangements of the bees which 
often enabie an inferior force to keep twice 
their number outside. The defenses ate so 
arranged that the entrance is narrowed down 
to a small point inside, and at this place the 
best warriors of the colony are stationed. As 
the ayy enter they are seized one by 
one, generaliy killed. In a properiy 
auatded “nite it is difficult for a strong col- 
ony to force an entrance uniess there is some 
weak point. Sometimes the uttack is made 
so suddenly that a great many bees get in- 
side before the .guards are called to their sta- 
tions.- If the attacking party prove success- 
ful, and the bees get inside of the hive, the 
then suddenly assume the offensive and fal! 
upon the home bees and sting them to death. 
The slaughter of the inhabitants becomes 
general, and the bodies of the dead are 
hauled out and thrown upon the ground, 

But at this point of the conflict She human 
side of the bees is manifested. Some of the 
attacked party will. suddenly turn traitors, 
and the weaker ones will join the forces of 
the intruders and help to kill their former 
friends, 

When the-battle is waging hot the strongest 
defenses may thus be abandoned by the de- 
fenders and turned overto the enemy. Only 
a few of the bravest warriors will fight until 
the very last for thelg es. _When the hive 
ia finally captured the few traitors who joined 
in the fight against the» home defenders are 
admitted into reguiar basigee with the vic. 
torious party. y ehow special vigor in 
helping to carry away the étdres of the down- 
fallen colony. The work of carrying all of 
the honey away will ocoupy severai days, and 


the bees will be kept busy even. though the 


days are so chilly that the late ey Rage 
from several other hives will probably join 


‘the others in robbing the hive; and no dispute 
over the question is apparently made. 


Effect of Carbolic Acid,

By 
removing the top of the hive he can soon lo- 
cate the stronghold of the attacking party by 
the presence of their white badge of flour, 
and a few puffe of amoke so frighten them 
that they cease to fight, une many as possible

“Soldiers suffering from hungér may be 
supplied with small quantities of alum, @ 
pinch of which taken from time ‘to time con- 
tracts the stomach. Thus the o@fgan, not re- 
quiring so much to fill it, can get along with 
less than the normal.diet. for a while without 
complaining. A trouble about condensed 
foods is that soldiers are apt to eat too much 
of then, not realizing their concentration. I 
have known men to devoura quantity of com- 
pressed wheateake and then drink a lot of 
water, the result being very distressing. Foods 
may be egranged for’a field ration so that the 
fighting man Will have the exact amounts of 
ali the elements requifted for the support of 
life, and yet certain things will be miss 
whose absence brings diseuse and deuth. 
percentage of indigestible matter is neces- 
sary for the digestive organs to work upon, 
If the concentrated food be a powder or a 
aaid, ne solids being furnished, a law is 
violated. There is no chewing,’ and without 
niastication saliva, whick is one of the most 
important digestive fluids, is not secreted and 
poured into the stomach, A human. being 
erdinarily will secrete from a quart to three 
pints of saliva, mostly at meal times, in twen- 
ty-foue hours.. The soldier fed o1 liquids 
only will suffer from diarrhea and colic. 


Other Things Necessary. a 


‘‘ Stimulants are necessary to soldiers. 
They keep up their cheerfulness, and enable 
them to endure fatigue and privation. De- 

ressed troops do not fight weil. According- 
y, tea and ceffee are included in emergency 

rations. It seems not unlikely that the kola 
nut may be used for military purposes on ac- 
count of its wonderful power as a stimulant, 
reviving the exhausted, mitigating hunger and 
thirat, and enabling men todo much more 
wotk. It acts in un exaggerated manner like 
tea or caifee, without producing any subse- 
quent reaction or bad effects. Its employ- 
ment would be a great-heip in forced 
marches. South American Indians use the 
edea leaf for this purpose on long marches 
without food across the pampas; but the coca 
is dangerous. The kola is equally efficient 
and is harmless. Already experiments have 
been mace in the French army with so-called 
‘ aceélerating rations,’ composed of kola nuts, 
flour, and sugar in cakes, But they proveda 
failure because they were made from worth- 
less dried nuts. . : 
** The kola nut, to be worth anything, must 
be fresh. Before long, doubtles:, it will bea 
coumen commerciai article. It is success- 
fully . cultivated in the West Indies and along 
the ddjacent shores of South and Central 
America, where itis consumed in immense 
quantities, almost replacing tea, coffee, and 
aicohol. It .is the fruit of a large tree and is 
about as big asa horse chestnut, growing in 
pods of three to eleven nuts ina Un- 
doubtedly the tree would grow in Southern 
California and very likely st might be culti- 
vated in the Gulf States. Chewing the nut 
stimulates the brain and acts us a tonic on 
the muscles. Its, peculiar action is due to a 
specific alkatoid lled * koianin,’ which bas 
not yet been isolated ina pure state. In 
“nilitary life t use of the kola would be 
limited to rare occasions. as in forced 
marches or just before a battle. If two equal 
armies face,one anuther and one, by the help 
of the kola, can do one-tenth more than the 
other, it will be successful, other things 
being equal.’ For, if there are 250,000 men 
engaged on each side, the effect will be the 
same.as a reénfurcement of 25,000 men.”

The centennial anniversary of the art of 
lithography ealls.to mind the interesting 
manner of its invention. A poor Bavarian 
musician, Solenhofen by name, .- who en- 
graved his music.on copper, was in such des- 
perate straits that he had no paper to, serve 
for his list of linen. for his laundress. Hap- 
pening to have by his side a smooth piece of 
stone which he had: picked up on the banks 
of the Isar, he wrote on this with a greasy 
crayon. The thought came to him to etch 
the stone with some of his acid to see what 
it would do. He-readily found out that the 
fine but tender stone soon gave way to the 
mordant except where he had drawn his 
lines. After dabbing his stone with ink he 
got a feeble impression of his writing, and 
so brought to life a new method of reproduc- 
tion that has been of the greatest use in 
illustration and chromo work. The art de- 
veloped rapidly and soon spread over Ger- 
many, England, and France. Lithography 
is now universally used for all sorts of re- 
production in Colors as -well. as in-black. 
Whistler employed lithography recently in 
reproducing some very charming sketches 
of Paris with fine results.

** No, I can’t say there’s anything new about 
the bears and moustain lions themselves up 
in the raoge,” said this veteran hunter 
recently, in answer to a question,

some new observations lately, I killed five 
black bears in the San Diego and San Ja- 
cinto ranges since. May, and I have been tak- 
ing particular notice what a difference there 
is between the weight of dead and live bears, 
I had a- book of great bear stories sent me 
from Chicago, and there are twenty storiés in 
the book about bears that weighed 1,500 and 
1,700 pounds. Now I have laid out in my 
time several hundred of . the best bears that 
ever ate honey, and none of them ever 
weighed over 900 pounds, and most of them 
only 400 or so.

wants to ship. The reason is that no Cap- 
tain or owner will ship him, except he comes 
through an agent, for they recognize the 
fact that these middiemen com one 
with another are the means of keeping 
wages down The shipping agent crimp, 
like the boarding-house crimp, takes his 
pay out of Jacks allotment note. In the 
coastwise trade allotment notes have been. 
abolished, and it has been made illegal by 
the Maguire act to sign away wages before 
they are earned. The crimp, however, over- 
comes this obstacle by presenting the Cap- 
tain with a bill against each man that he 
has shipped, the amount of which the Cap- 
tain deducts from their wages when they are 


paid off. 

If there be found among them a man bold 
enough to stand up for his rights, and re- 
fusing to allow this ‘‘blood money” to be 
deducted, he is promptly “blackballed’’ by 
every crimp on the street, and it will be 
useless for him to try to get on a vessel out 
of that port a 

When Jack g¢ 
no longer get credit he must ship and. be 
thankful for whatever wages the agent 
offers. Thus he is he ed in on every 
side. Not only do the shipowners and ship- 
masters encourage the crimp, but also the 
United States Shipping Commissioners. 
Under the existing laws it is not compul- 
sory for a seaman to sign articles before a 
commissioner; and since the office, as the 
name implies, is dependent upon commis- 
sions the holder of it must truckle to the 
crimps, or they will not sign their men be- 
fore him. 

Maritime matters in this country have re- 
celved little or no attention for many 
years, and in the meantime capital has 
been drifted in other directions, the per- 
sonnel of the seamen has fallen to the low- 
est ebb, and the conditions governing them 
are the worst in the world. Statistics prove 
that the number of American-born seamen 
are decreasing year by year... Very few 
American boys now take to the séa as a 
profession, and it is only a question of time 
when vessels sailing from these ports will 
be manned entirely by foreigners. A re- 
cent canvass of one of the ports on the At- 
lantic seaboard showed 120 seamen ashore. 
Out of this number six only were Americans, 
and of these there were three mates, two 
cooks, and one able seaman. 

What Jack Eats. 

In the matter of food, American vessels 
are as well, if not better, providéd than 
any afloat. 

But, on the other hand, there are no 
ships that have such a bad name among 
the seamen of the world as those that sail 
under the stars and stripes. And this be- 
cause of the abuse and cruelty of the men 
that officer them. Fists, knuckle-dusters 
belaying pins, and revolvers have play 
too prominent a part in the running of 
American ships. Occasionally these things 
find their way into the courts, but as a 
rule Jack carres his troubles no further than 
the porta discharge. 

Before we can expect to have American 
seamen man American vessels, before we 
can expect any but the most ignorant class 
to fill our ships, we must improve the rul- 
ing conditions, and make the calling fit for 


-decent met and boys to foliow. 


It seems to me that the first step to be 
taken in this direction should be the forma- 
tion of a body similar to the British Board 
of Trade, so that the interests of seamen 
and everything pertaining to maritime mat- 
ters may receive special and constant*at- 
tention. When this shall have been ac- 
complished the needed reforms will nat- 
urally follow. 4 

I look for the abolishment of the ce of 
United States Shipping Commissioner and 
the appointment of naval veterans as ship- 


ping masters in their stead, who shall re- 


ceive a stated salary, and before whom it 
shall be made compulsory by law for every 
seaman to sign articles. 

I hope to see the shipping agents’ busi- 
ness made illegal, and an act passed pro- 
viding that sailors about to ship shall deal 
only with the Captains under whom they 

ish to sail, or through the United States 
shipping master. Allotment or advance of 
any kind should be done away with 
in deep water vesselé as well as 
in the twise trade, and string- 
ent laws “should be made concern- 
ing’ unseaworthy vessels, overloading, and 
the number of hands that shall be carried.’ 

Poor Jack! Whether ashore or afloat, his 
lot is a hard one, and under the present state 
of affairs it is surely not difficult to under- 
stand why the American sailor is rapidly 
becoming a thing of the past. 

An occupation ashore which isolated thos:

that old Biythe’s only child, Plorence, would 
win, but delay has followed delay, and several 
years more will pase before she can come out 
uf the very modest surroundings in which sbe 
now lives and be 6ne of the richest women in 
the United States, When she began her suit 
her grandfather was her guardian, her mother 
was alive, and she was achild of 12 years. 
Her mother and grandfather are dead. Few 
of the original iawyers in the case are still 
alive, And she herself is a married woman, 
the wife of Fred Hindkiey of Oakland. 

lythe’a real name, as it was proved in the 
California courts, was not Thomas Blythe. 
but Thomas Williams. He was born in 
Wales in 1822. He sailed from Liverpool jin 
1848 for the California gold fields, and landed 
in San Francisco in 1849. He made money 
rapidly, and when he emerged from obscurity 
to become a goted, if rather eccentric, citizen 
of this city, he had himself naturalized under 
the natne of Thomas H. Blythe. 

In January, 18738, he went to England, and, 
watking in Piccadilly one afternoon, met a 

retty young English woman. She was Julia 
Perry. He liked her so well that after a few 
days of her society he promised to marry her 
as eoon as he. returned from set#ing his af- 
fairs ia San Prancisco. In December, 1873, 
Fiorence was born in London, and when 
Julia Perry wrote to Biythe, telling him of 
his little daughter, he sent some money and a 
friendly letter. 

When Fiorence was 8 years old Julia Perry 
married a drunken fellow named Ashcroft, 
But as Ashcroft was “ae “4 to gethold of all 
the money be could she continued to write 
to Blythe and to receive letters from him. He 
was living in’miserable rooms on the top 
fieor‘of a huge office building he had built, 
living there with a _— woman who was his 
housekeeper. He died April 4, 1883, Claim- 
ante for his estate trooped in. 

Haif a dozen women—the housekeeper, a 
pretty young actress, two women of erx- 
tremely doubtful character, a mysterious 
Alice Edith Dickason—claimed to be his wife. 
Relatives came from ail parts of Europe and 
America, They endeavored to prove all 
sorts Of names wete his real name, that he 
was a Scotchman, Irishman, Engiishman, a 
convict, a pirate, a Gipsy. On the one side 
in the great suit was Florence Blythe, On 
the othér side a list of defendants a yard long, 
beginnuihg with Abbie Ayres, the firet in the 
list whi¢éh was drawn up alphabetically. . 

And the peed 0 Fiorence grew to 
womanhood, still the lawyers fought on. 
But the daughter had the better of it, She 
had a bundie of letters written by her father 
to her calling het his daughter, his dariing 
child, promising to educate and take care of 
her, showing the greatest interest in her. 
These letters got her the judgment of the 
court. On Oct, 20, 1890. Judge VCoffey 
landed down his decision. He found that 
Thomas Biythe, whose real nafie was Thomas 
Williams, had never been married, that he 
had publicly acknowledged his natural 
daughter Florence, and that therefore she was 
the sole heir to his estates “of every name, 
nature, and description, wherever situate,” 

ease was appealed to the Supreme 
Court and is there yet. A decision on vne 
phase of it is expected shortly, Dut the whole 
matter can hardly be deciaed for four or five 
yeare yet. Meanwhile the estate 
growing. It ie not especially well invested; as 
the income from it is only $144,000 a year.

| Way Into Prominence. 

The Hahnemann Hospital, located at 2812- 
2814 Grovelafid avenue, is one of the most 
modern as well as one of the r complete 
and efficient institutions of the kind in Chi- 
cago; ‘Like the Presbyterian’ Hospital; it is 
conducted in connection with a medical col- 
lege, and its corporate title is that of the 
Hahnemann Medical College and Hospital 
of Chicago. . 

The present hospital building was erected 
In 1803, but this institution is simply the suc- 
cessor of one that was started in 1849, when 
homeopathy was in its infancy in the West. 
It is now fifty-two years since the introduc- 
tion of homeopathy in Chicago. The first 
convert to the new school of medicine in the 
region west of the great lakes was Dr. David 
S. Smith, a graduate of the Jefferson Mea- 
ical College of Philadelphia. That was in 
1843, and in the region where blazed the 
way there are noW é¢ight schools teaching 
the médical faith which he espoused, as 
many hospitals, and 2,500 physicians. 

Dr. Smith was not content with adopting 
and practicing the new school; he pushed the 
propaganda as well, and took the initial 
steps toward the establishment of the Hahn- 
emann Medical College and Hospital. he 
procured a special charter, which was writ- 


+ ten in the law Office of Abraham Lincoln, 


from the Legislature in 1854, and was the 
President. of the institution from 1860 to 
1871. 
and after the death of the latter was again 
elected President and held the office until his 
death in 1801 at the age of 75. In 1854 there 
were eleven homeopathists in this city. 
Now there are 500. 7 

No plan for the establishment of a college 
in this city was agreed upon until 1860, when 
a faculty was chosen and the first course of 
lectures wis delivered in a room over the 
pharmacy at No, 168 Clark street. The first 
homeopathic hospital in Chieago or the 
Northwest was opened in the old Tippecanoe 
Building. No, 18 Kinzie street, in 1849,. Mrs, 
John Wright had offered to support a small 
hospital so the new school might have an 
equal chance with the old, and the offer was 
secepted. The hospital was soon filled with 
patients, and mang cases of delirium tre- 
mens were successfully treated on the 
homeopathic principle. In the second year 
of the existence of the institution a smali- 
pox epidemic broke out, and one case de- 
veloping in the hospital all other patients 
were excluded and the wards were thrown 
epen to those suffering from the dread 
disease. 

In 1870 John ¥. ScAmmon presented the 
trustees of the hospital with a large building 
on the site pf the present institution, and 
there was established the Scammon Hospi- 
tal as the succeasor of the one in the Tippe- 
canoe Building. After the fire Mr. Scammon 
deeded the property to the trustees of the 
Hahnemann Medical College, and in May, 
1872, the corner-stone of the college building 
in Cottage Grove avenue was laid. 

In the next year, with the consent of Mr. 
Scammon, the nafitie of the hospital was 
changed to that of the Hahnemann Hospi- 
tal. ane contributions were received for 
the erection of a new hospital building, in- 
cluding a bequest by Miss Phebe Smith of 
$10,000, 

The corner-stone was laid Jan. 14, 1893, and 
in that year Mrs. Caroline'®. Haskell gave 
the trustees $50,000, of which $10,000 went 
to the building fund and the remainder was 
devoted to the endowment of the hospital 
and the maintenance of free surgical beds. 
Women were prominent as a factor in rais- 
ing the money for the building fund. 

The new building cost about $100,000, and 
embodies every desirable feature in a gen- 
eral hospital for men, women, and children. 
It contains seven stories and basement, and 
has a capacity of 225 beds, making it one of 
the largest private hospitals inthecity. On 
each floor is a thoroughly aseptic, finely 
lighted, and specially furnished operating 
room, supplied with appliances appropriate 
to the department located thereon. 

There are eighty private rooms, nearly all 
overlooking the lake, and all richly. fur- 
nished, but with special regard to antiseptic 
and sanitary principles. On the seventh 
floor are the living rooms of the Superin- 
tendent, matron, and officers of the institu- 
tion, the dining room, and a model kitchen, 
where all the cooking is done by 
gas and steam. On the floor 
below are the maternity wards 
and some of the finest of the private rooms. 
On each floor is a beautiful foyer or loung- 
ing and reading room. In many of the pri- 
vate rooms the bedsteads and fixtures 
throughout are of brass, so that perfect 
cleanliness is assured. Most of these rooms 
have been furnished by friends of the hos- 
pital, and are occupied by patients who 
come from.a distance and remain in the 
hospital for a long course of treatment. 

On the fifth floor are the general med- 
ical wards and rooms for men and women. 
There ate séveral wards on the fourth floor 


that are not yet open, but soon will be. On. 


this floor aré several rooms en suite, so that 
friends of a patient may be accommodated 
in cases of critical lilness, This is an-inno- 
vation, and @ popular one. The appliances 
in all the operating rooms are of the latest 
and moat approved and expensive patterns. 
A new operating table was brought from Eu- 
rope a short time ago by Dr. Leavitt, and 
has attracted considerable attention from 
physicians and professional nurses. The 
general surgical wards are on the second 
floor, and the children’s ward is on the first. 

The Training School for Nurses was or- 
ganized One year ago, and now contains 
twenty-five pupils. The course of instruc- 
tion is two years, and the lectures are de- 
livered by members of the college faculty. 
Miss Cora Overholt is the Superintendent 
of Nurses. 

The hospital has the same clinical con- 
nection with the medical college as Rush 
College has with the Presbyterian Hospital. 
Total number of in patients treated during 
the year ending Sept. 1 was S78; emergency, 
375; total, 953. The average population of 
the institution is about 200, of which about 
85 are patients. Last year the charity work 
amounted to nearly 50 per cent of the whole, 
and the hospital is poor in consequence. The 
expenses are about $30,000 a year.

‘Who May Be Bngland’s Poet ; 


Laureate. 
oes <pre> 


HERE is no so little understood a 
man in the literary world of London 
as Wilfam Morris, who has been 
spoken of lately in connection with the 

post of poet laureate. It is because he is so 


‘many-sided a man that he is known neither 


by his countrymen nor by Americans. “it 
he were only a mere poet it would be easy 
to write of him—to make an estimate and 


properly classify him—but he isa larger 


figure in life than-he is in literature, and he 
therefore belongs to the future rather than 
to the present in the way of criticism. 

He is spoken of indiscriminately as a 


‘Socialist, as 4 designer of furniture and wall 


paper, and asa poet. At Kelmscott House, 
Hammersmith, he designs esthetic wall 
papers for which he is deservedly famous, 
and the Kelmscott Press, which he conducts, 
is noted for the beautiful books which it 


produces. 


An American woman, Emma Lazarus, 


— ee 


wrote of him a few years ago: “For him- 
self he eschews wealth and luxury, which 
are within easy reach of his versatile and 
brilliant talents, ip order that for a few at 
least of his brother men he may rob toil of 
its drudgery, servitude of its sting, and pov- 
erty of Its horrors.” 

Though he seems to be set nowadays on 
winning laurels as a designer and publisher, 
Willjam Morris has a long and brilliant rec- 
ord as a poet. His first book of verse,.“"‘The 
Defense of Guinevere and Other Poems," 
was published as far back as 1858, This was 
followed by ‘““‘The Life and Déath of Jason,”’ 
which put him in the first gank of liviny 
poets. In his next work, “The Harthiy Para- 
dise,"’ he well nigh exhausted-the treasures 
of Greek mythology and Gothic. folklore. 
This is a work with a plan which is some- 
what indebted to that of the “Canterbury 
Tales.’ Certain gentlemen and mariners of 
Norway sail in quest of “the earthly para- 
dise’’—an isiand of bliss—find it, and remain 
In it for the remainder of their lives, passing 
the time with tales from Greek and Teutonic 
sources. The poem isnot meant to inoulcate 
vigor or active effort (though these may 
find their remote position in the tales); the 
primary conception implies a castle of indo- 
lence, an existence conditioned by languid 
repose. The poet does not Hime and fret, 
but he has hopes that When there is leisure 
he may be thought, — of Borie atten- 
tion: 

But rather when aweary of your mirth 
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From full hearts still unsatisfied ye sigh, 

And feeling kindly unto all the earth 

Grudge every minute as it passes by, 
Made the more mindful as the sweet days dle— 

Remember me a little then, I pray, 

The idle singer of an empty day. 

The critics of Mr. William Morris have 
complained of late that he has wasted too 
much time over the translation of Icelandic 
Sagas. But, as before stated, he is far great- 
er as a man than asa poet. At Merton AD- 
bey in Surrey he has run for some years a 
factory in which by producing artistic wall 
paper, furniture, ,¢tc., he has tried to restore 
the dignity of art to ordinary household 
decoration. He has fought that curse of the 
whole Philistitie world, sham art and stupid 
bric-fi-brac. His fundamental principle was 
thud@expressed in one of his lectures, “I do 
, not Want art for the few any more than edu- 
“eation for the few or freedom for. the few.” 
His: hopes and aspirations may be wild and 
visionary, but his magnanimity should com- 
mand respect. As poet, scholar, household- 
er, and capitalist he has rhb A ars, 1 to lose 
by the victory of that cause to which he has 
subordinated his whole life and genius. He 
is severe upon the notion that there might be 
one art for the rich and another for the 
poor. “Art is not so accommodating as the 
justice or religion of society, and she won't 
have it.””. Another saying of his, which one 
remembers more distinctly than anything 
he ever said in his poetry, was this: ‘That 
thing which I understand by real art is the 
expression by mah of his pleastire in labor.”’ 
He could not have & more eloquent epitaph 
than this on his tombstone.

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every edie as ~-d out-door diversion, cau 
boast of considerable. antiquity, as among 
athletic sports and pastimes it appears to be 
more frequently mentioned by ancient authors 
thao any other. 

That thers is nothing new under the sun is 
verified in this rarticular, and is also indorsed 
by Shakspeéare, who says in the sonnets: 


To me are hing nove!—nothing strange, 
They are butt Messina ot & teres er sight. 


And it would appear so, as prgyracinns every- 
thing eeems included in the marvelous mi- 
ecrocosm of this universally-minded man. 
In the piay of ** Pericles,”’ supposed to be one 
of the first heirs of the poet’s invention, or 
rather reinvention, or adaptation—the orig- 
inal story going back to the middle ages—we 
have this pertinent reference to the game of 
tennis: 

Per. Aman whom both the waters and the wind 
In that vast tennis court, have made the ball 
For them to play upon— 

The game is of Eastern origin, whence 
it took” root in Italy, and from there seon 
‘spread over civilized Europe. 

The game itself well illustrates the law of 
evolution, it being at first played with the 
palm of the hand. To this tender instrument 
a giove was first added, both as a protection 
and as affording a better instrument for strik- 
ing.

DETECTIVE J. J. BEOOKS’ BUSY CAREER, 


| 
Ex-Seeret Service Chief Who Took 
Part in Many Thrilling Affairs. 

New York World: James J. Brooks, for 

many years &t the head of the United States 
#ecret Service, died at his home in Pitts- 
burg Friday. Mr. Brooks won rape through 
his work as special agent of 
Revenue Bureau which resulte¢ 
of the “Whisky Ring.” He wa 
the case for eleven months in 
During that time he made 126 seizures of 
illicit whisky. 

The “Whisky Ring’ was in complete con- 
trol in Philadelphia. Revenue officers were 
corrupted an@the government seemed to be 
powerless to suppress the tax: The 
tux on whisky was then $2 a n, and this 
held out big. inducements to hiners. 
People of prominence in all walks of life 
were engaged in the work of defrauding the 
government. 

Mr. Brooks refused la ree bribe and the 
“Whisky Ring’ Seosnel te to have him killed. 
he was assaulted a half dogen , and 
once a poor fiddler who looked like was 
shot and instantly killed while ae 
near an illicit distillery. On 6, 186», 

e assassins of the ring n ¥y succeeded 

murdering the detective. He went inte a 
whisky store at JVo. 112 North Front street 
which he had under suspicion and while ex- 
amining the books he was shot from behind. 
Three men were in the gang. One hit him 
with a blackjack after he was shot, and they 
left him dead, they Poa eE oe One bullet he 
carried in his body to his death. 

The City of Philadelphia offered $1,000 
and the United States Government $5,000 
reward for the arrest of the three men con- 
eerned in the affair. Detectives every- 
where were hunting the men, they were 
finally captured. They were Hugh Maher, 
or Marrow, Neil McLaughlin, and James 
Dougherty. They were tr eonvicted, 
and got seven years, the limit of the law.
